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Summary 

I collected a spontaneous Rhododendron hortense Nakai on Bizan at To¬ 
kushima, Shikoku, in 1945, and subsequently, it has been collected by Mr. 
Shigeru Takafuji on Ishii-cho Maeyama at Tokushima in 1971. From the 
investigation of the natural crossing of Rhododendron ripense Makino and 
Rhododendron macrosepalum Maxim., it is deduced that the natural crossing 
of them results the formation of Rhododendron hortense.
